Iir:mlil'iil  f;ill  nioniiiig  in  tlir  year  iiimlci'ii  Iniiuli'cil  (wcnly-six,  a 
small  liaiul  of  workers  assemhieil  at  Mt.  Sidney  lli.uli  School  to  hegin  tin- 
tasks  of  high  school  life,  h’roni  the  first  we  liegan  working  together  and 
continued  this  through  weary  and  discouraging  days,  as  well  as  through 
dax's  of  haiipiness  and  peace.
